power  of  the  enemy. 

I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strengthens  me. 

I  am  the  ambassador  of  Jesus  Christ  to  tell  the  GOOD  NEWS! 

I  know  that  God  will  never  leave  me  nor  forsake  me. 


Chapter  3:  Seven  Things  We  Have  in  Christ 


1.  WE  ARE  SAVED 

The  first  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  salvation.  I  want  you  to  boldly  say,  I  AM 
SAVED. 

But  what  saith  it?  The  word  is  nigh  thee,  even  in  thy  mouth,  and  in  thy 
heart:  that  is,  the  word  of  faith,  which  we  preach; 

That  if  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  shalt  believe 
in  thine  heart  that  God  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved. 
For  with  the  heart  man  believeth  unto  righteousness;  and  with  the  mouth 
confession  is  made  unto  salvation. 

For  the  scripture  saith,  Whosoever  believeth  on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
Romans  10:8-11 

But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  He  power  to  become  the  sons  of 
God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name. 

John  1:12 

Now,  YOU  say  this: 

I  confess  with  my  mouth, 

Jesus  is  my  Lord. 

I  believe  in  my  heart  that  God  raised  Him  from  the  dead. 

Therefore,  I  am  saved. 

I  AM  SAVED! 

You  see,  if  anyone  ever  questions  your  right  to  say  that  you  are  a  child  of  God, 
remember  this: 

According  to  Romans  10:8-11, 1  confess  with  my  mouth  that  Jesus  is  my  Lord. 

I  believe  in  my  heart  that  God  raised  Him  from  the  dead.  Therefore,  I  am  saved. 

According  to  John  1:12,  Because  I  have  received  Jesus,  I  am  a  child  of  God. 
Thank  God!  I  want  you  to  say: 

I  know  I  am  saved. 

I  have  received  Jesus  as  my  Lord  and  Saviour. 

I  confess  that  I  am  saved. 


2.  WE  ARE  BORN  AGAIN 

The  second  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  the  born  again  experience.  I  want  you  to 
say,  I  AM  BORN  AGAIN. 


But  as  many  as  received  him,  to  them  gave  He  power  to  become  the  sons  of 
God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on  his  name: 

Which  were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of 
man,  but  of  God. 

John  1:12-13 

Make  this  confession: 

I  AM  SAVED. 

I  AM  BORN  AGAIN. 

Repeat  it  boldly: 

I  AM  SAVED. 

I  AM  BORN  AGAIN. 

Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  an  hill  cannot  be  hid. 
Matthew  5:14 

When  God  saves  us,  He  puts  a  light  on  the  inside  of  us. 

I  want  you  to  say: 

I  AM  THE  LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD! 


3.  WE  ARE  MADE  NEW  CREATURES 

The  third  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  a  new  created  spirit.  I  want  you  to  say,  /  AM 
A  NEW  CREATURE  IN  CHRIST  JESUS. 

Therefore  if  any  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new  creature:  old  things  are 
passed  away;  behold,  all  things  are  become  new. 

2  Corinthians  5:17 

Make  this  confession: 


I  am  a  new  creature  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Old  things  are  passed  away. 

Everything  has  become  new. 

I  am  no  longer  condemned. 

God  does  not  remember  my  sins. 

All  my  sins  have  been  blotted  out. 

I  am  a  new  creature — I  have  no  past. 

If  I  sin,  I  will  immediately  confess  my  sins. 

I  will  immediately  be  cleansed  from  all  unrighteousness. 
Thank  God,  I  am  a  new  creature! 

Thank  God,  I  have  eternal  life! 


Thank  God,  I  will  never  die! 


4.  WE  ARE  DELIVERED 

The  fourth  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  deliverance.  I  want  you  to  say,  /  AM 
DELIVERED! 

Giving  thanks  unto  the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet  to  be  partakers  of 
the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light: 

Who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power  of  darkness,  and  hath  translated  us 
into  the  kingdom  of  his  dear  Son. 

Colossians  1:12-13 

WE  ARE  SAVED. 

WE  ARE  BORN  AGAIN. 

WE  ARE  NEW  CREATURES. 

WE  ARE  DELIVERED. 

You  must  get  mad  at  the  devil  and  say,  “Devil,  I  command  you  in  the  Name  of 
Jesus,  take  your  hands  off  me!  I  AM  DELIVERED!” 

Boldly  tell  the  devil,  “Jesus  holds  the  keys  to  hell  and  to  death.  No  devil  can 
take  my  life.  No  demon  can  harm  me  or  steal  one  day  of  my  life.  ” 

Make  this  confession: 

I  am  delivered  from  the  power  of  darkness. 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  light. 


5.  WE  ARE  REDEEMED 

The  fifth  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  redemption.  I  want  you  to  say,  I  AM 
REDEEMED. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse  for 
us:  for  it  is  written,  Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree: 

That  the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus 
Christ;  that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith. 
Galatians  3:13-14 

God  states  clearly  that  this  redemption  is  based  upon  our  response  to  His 
requirement: 

But  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  wilt  not  hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  to  observe  to  do  all  his  commandments  and  his  statutes  which  I 
command  thee  this  day;  that  all  these  curses  shall  come  upon  thee,  and 


overtake  thee. 

Deuteronomy  28:15 

God,  through  Jesus  Christ,  has  given  every  man  a  choice. 

I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  record  this  day  against  you,  that  I  have  set  before 
you  life  and  death,  blessing  and  cursing:  therefore  choose  life,  that  both 
thou  and  thy  seed  may  live: 

That  thou  mayest  love  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  that  thou  mayest  obey  his 
voice,  and  that  thou  mayest  cleave  unto  him:  for  he  is  thy  life,  and  the  length 
of  thy  days ... 

Deuteronomy  30:19-20a 

When  we  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  we  choose  life 
When  we  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  our  Saviour,  we  are  redeemed. 

What  are  we  redeemed  from?  We  are  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  law! 

I  want  you  to  say  this: 

I  choose  life. 

I  am  redeemed. 

I  am  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  law. 

Say,  I  AM  REDEEMED. 

I  love  God,  and  keep  His  commandments,  therefore: 

I’m  redeemed  from  being: 

Cursed  in  the  city,  cursed  in  the  field,  cursed  in  the  basket,  or,  cursed  in  the 
store. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

My  children  being  cursed,  my  land  being  cursed,  or  my  livestock  being 
cursed. 

I’m  redeemed  from  being: 

Cursed  when  coming  in,  or,  cursed  when  going  out. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Vexation,  rebuke,  destruction,  pestilence,  or,  servitude  to  enemies. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Astonishment  of  heart,  extreme  burning,  being  dispersed,  or,  enemies 
smiting  me. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

The  heaven  being  brass,  or,  the  earth  being  iron  (drought,  poverty,  business 
drying  up,  or,  retrenchment). 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Disappointment,  children  going  away. 


I’m  redeemed  from: 

Plagues,  emerods,  scabs,  itch  (parasites),  madness,  blindness  (wearing 
glasses  or  contact  lenses). 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Fever,  poverty,  darkness,  oppression,  adultery. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Powerlessness,  despair,  boils  (skin  diseases),  captivity  (debt),  idolatry. 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

Drought,  mildew,  sword  (bullets/  knives/  weapons/  war/  being  hit  with 
fists,  feet,  legs,  arms,  elbows,  or  knees), 

I’m  redeemed  from: 

being  unburied  (killed  in  war),  and  consumption. 

Look  in  the  mirror  and  say  these  things.  Say  them  to  your  wife  or  husband. 

I  AM  SAVED. 

I  AM  BORN  AGAIN. 

I  AM  A  NEW  CREATURE. 

I  AM  DELIVERED. 

I  AM  REDEEMED. 

When  the  devil  tries  to  give  you  an  evil  desire  or  a  wicked  imagination,  remind 
him  of  the  blood  that  bought  your  redemption. 

I  want  you  to  say  boldly: 

Through  the  blood  of  Jesus  I  am  redeemed! 

I  am  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  law! 


6.  WE  ARE  BLESSED 

The  sixth  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  the  blessing  of  Abraham.  I  want  you  to  say,  / 
AM  BLESSED. 

Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a  curse  for 
us:  for  it  is  written, 

Cursed  is  every  one  that  hangeth  on  a  tree: 

That  the  blessing  of  Abraham  might  come  on  the  Gentiles  through  Jesus 
Christ;  that  we  might  receive  the  promise  of  the  Spirit  through  faith. 
Galatians  3:13-14 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  thou  shalt  hearken  diligently  unto  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  thy  God,  to  observe  and  to  do  all  his  commandments  which  I 


command  thee  this  day,  that  the  Lord  thy  God  will  set  thee  on  high  above  all 
nations  of  the  earth: 

And  all  these  blessings  shall  come  on  thee,  and  overtake  thee,  if  thou  shalt 
hearken  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord  thy  God. 

Deuteronomy  28:1-2 

I  love  God  and  keep  His  commandments,  therefore: 

I’m  blessed  in  the  city. 

I’m  blessed  in  the  field. 

My  children  are  blessed. 

My  land  is  blessed. 

My  livestock  (business/workplace)  are/is  blessed 
My  basket  (income)  is  blessed. 

I’m  blessed  coming  in. 

I’m  blessed  going  out. 

My  enemies  flee  from  you  seven  ways. 

I’m  blessed  in  storehouses  (bank  balances). 

I’m  blessed  (skilled)  in  all  I  put  my  hand  to  (activities/work/duties). 

I’m  established  as  a  holy  people/person. 

People  can  see  that  I’m  called  by  the  Name  of  the  Lord  (that  I  live  in  the 
presence  of  the  Lord). 

People  of  the  earth  respect/(will  be  afraid)  me. 

I  have  surplus  of  prosperity  through  the  fruit  of  my  body,  livestock,  and 
ground. 

The  Lord  gives  rain  to  my  land  (prosperous  in  business). 

The  Lord  blesses  all  the  work  of  my  hands  (and/or  brain). 

I  will  lend  and  not  borrow. 

I  will  be  the  head  and  not  the  tail. 

I  will  be  above  only  and  not  beneath. 

I  want  you  to  say: 

I  AM  SAVED. 

I  AM  BORN  AGAIN. 

I  AM  A  NEW  CREATURE. 

I  AM  DELIVERED. 

I  AM  REDEEMED. 

I  AM  BLESSED. 


7.  WE  ARE  OVERCOMERS 


The  seventh  thing  we  have  in  Christ  is  the  ability  to  be  an  overcomer.  I  want  you 
to  say,  I  HAVE  OVERCOME. 

In  the  presence  of  Jesus,  we  want  to  tell  the  Father  something. 

WE  ARE  SAVED. 

WE  ARE  BORN  AGAIN. 

WE  ARE  NEW  CREATURES. 

WE  ARE  DELIVERED. 

WE  ARE  REDEEMED. 

WE  ARE  BLESSED. 

WE  ARE  OVERCOMERS. 

Now  I  want  you  to  say  it  just  for  yourself. 

I  AM  SAVED. 

I  AM  BORN  AGAIN. 

I  AM  A  NEW  CREATURE. 

I  AM  DELIVERED. 

I  AM  REDEEMED. 

I  AM  BLESSED. 

I  HAVE  OVERCOME! 

The  Father  smiles,  Jesus  rejoices,  angels  dance  for  joy,  and  the  devil  trembles! 


Chapter  4:  A  Confession  of  Deliverance  from  Satan’s  Power 


A  CONFESSION  OF  DELIVERANCE  FROM  SATAN’S  POWER 

Father,  as  I  approach  Your  throne  now  with  my  confession,  I  know  the  Word  of 
God  says,  “Let  us  therefore  come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may 
obtain  mercy,  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time  of  need.”  (Hebrews  4:16) 

As  I  come  to  boldly  confess,  I  realize  that  Jesus  is  the  High  Priest  of  my 
confession.  (Hebrews  3:1)  You  said,  “Take  with  you  words,  and  turn  to  the 
Lord.  ”  (Hosea  14:2) 

Father,  I  come  to  Your  throne  today  in  the  face  of  all  the  doubt,  in  the  face  of  all 
the  assaults  of  the  devil,  in  the  face  of  all  the  forces  of  darkness, 

TO  BOLDLY  CONFESS  YOUR  WORD! 

Lord,  I  know  that  You  listen  to  me  when  I  pray  and  speak  to  You  according  to 
Your  Word.  The  Word  of  God  says  that  if  we  ask  anything  according  to  Your  will, 
or  Word,  You  hear  us,  and  if  You  hear  us,  we  know  we  have  the  petitions  we  ask 
of  You.  (1  John  5:14-15) 

Father,  I  know  that  my  confession  is  important  because  the  power  of  life  and 
death  is  in  the  tongue  (Proverbs  18:21) 

Lord,  You  said  in  Your  Word  that  I  could  have  whatever  I  say.  (Mark  11:23)  I 
boldly  confess  Your  Word  today  concerning  myself  as  a  new  creature  in  Christ 
Jesus.  I  come  with  that  Word  in  my  mouth,  believing  it  in  my  heart. 

I  boldly  declare 

before  You,  Father, 
before  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
before  the  demonic  forces  of  hell: 

I  AM  BORN  AGAIN! 

I  AM  REDEEMED! 

I  AM  DELIVERED! 

Father,  I  want  to  dwell  upon  Your  Word  that  You  have  spoken  unto  me.  Your 
Word  says  that  I  am  delivered.  I  am  delivered  from  the  power  of  darkness  and 
translated  into  the  kingdom  of  Your  dear  Son.  (Colossians  1:13) 

Father,  I  want  to  thank  You  that  I  am  not  going  to  be  delivered, 

I  AM  DELIVERED! 

I  know  that  Your  Word  teaches  me  that  there  are  two  kingdoms — a  kingdom  of 
light  and  a  kingdom  of  darkness.  I  know  that  in  the  kingdom  of  darkness  there  is: 

misery, 


demonic  power, 
doubt, 

unforgiveness  of  sins, 
sickness, 
oppression, 
deep  depression, 
mental  anguish. 

I  know  that  in  the  kingdom  of  darkness,  Satan  is  lord.  There  are  demonic  forces 
which  harass  and  vex  the  members  of  that  kingdom. 

I  once  walked  in  that  kingdom  when  I  was  lost.  As  Your  Word  says,  I  walked 
according  to  the  course  of  this  world,  according  to  the  spirit  that  now  works  in 
the  children  of  disobedience.  (Ephesians  2:1-2)  That  evil  spirit  did  work  in  me. 

I  walked  in  that  darkness. 

I  was  so  unhappy. 

I  did  not  have  eternal  life. 

I  did  not  have  the  joy  of  the  Lord. 

I  walked  according  to  the  course  of  this  world. 

But,  Father,  I  want  to  thank  You  that  one  day  the  Lord  Jesus  became  my  Lord 
and  my  Saviour.  I  want  to  thank  You  that  one  day  you  called  me  into  fellowship 
with  Him.  By  Your  grace  and  mercy,  You  revealed  Jesus  to  me  and  I  made  Him 
my  Lord.  When  I  made  Jesus  my  Lord,  I  was  delivered  from  the  powers  of 
darkness  and  translated  into  the  kingdom  of  Your  dear  Son! 

I  HAVE  BEEN  DELIVERED! 

Father,  I  want  to  remind  You  that  I  have  been  delivered. 

I  want  to  remind  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  want  to  remind  the  holy  angels  of  God! 

Satan,  I  remind  you  and  all  the  demon  forces  that  follow  you, 

I  HAVE  BEEN  DELIVERED! 

I  am  delivered  by  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  His  Name,  and  by  His  blood!  I 
am  delivered  from  the  power  of  darkness  and  I  have  been  translated  into  the 
KINGDOM  OF  LIGHT! 

You  have  no  authority  over  me,  Satan.  You  have  no  power  over  me,  Satan.  It  is 
only  my  ignorance  that  has  given  you  any  power  over  me.  The  Bible  says, 
“Neither  give  place  to  the  devil.  ’’(Ephesians  4:27) 

Satan,  I  have  given  you  place  at  times  in  my  life,  but  I  will  not  do  it  anymore.  You 
have  no  authority  and  no  power  over  me  whatsoever!  I  have  been  delivered  from 
all  of  your  power.  Satan,  I  command  you,  IN  THE  NAME  OF  THE  LORD  JESUS 


CHRIST,  leave  me  now! 

Father,  I  rejoice  that  the  devil  has  no  legal  or  spiritual  authority  over  me 
whatsoever. 

I  walk  in  the  kingdom  of  light. 

I  am  living  in  the  kingdom  of  light. 

I  am  living  in  the  kingdom  of  Your  Son. 

The  kingdom  of  God  is  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost. 
Lord,  Your  kingdom  is  not 

sickness, 
depression, 
evil  and  wickedness, 
oppression, 
vexation, 

trouble  and  sorrow. 

I  walk  in  the  kingdom  of  God  which  is 

righteousness, 

peace, 

and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost! 

Oh  hallelujah!  I  praise  You,  Lord! 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  righteousness. 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  peace. 

I  am  in  the  kingdom  of  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost! 

Jesus,  You  said,  “But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness; 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.  ”  (Matthew  6:33)  Father,  I  seek  first 
the  kingdom  of  God.  I  am  putting  Your  kingdom  first  this  day.  I  know  that  as  I  am 
obedient  to  Your  Word,  all  the  problems  and  all  the  things  I  have  before  me  will 
be  taken  care  of.  That  is  Your  business.  My  business  is  to  seek  FIRST  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

As  I  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God: 

My  family  will  be  taken  care  of. 

My  business  will  prosper. 

My  prayers  will  be  answered. 

I  rejoice  today  that  I  am  delivered  from  the  power  of  darkness.  Lord,  You  said  in 
Your  Word,  “Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power.  ”  "You  were  talking  to  me,  Lord,  and 
to  all  believers. 

Behold,  I  give  unto  you  power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scorpions,  and  over  all 
the  power  of  the  enemy:  and  nothing  shall  by  any  means  hurt  you. 


Luke  10:19 

Oh,  Father,  I  confess  boldly  with  my  mouth: 

I  have  power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scorpions,  which  are  demon  powers.  I 
have  power  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy.  Nothing  shall  by  any  means  hurt 

me. 

It’s  astounding,  and  yet  I  accept  it  in  my  spirit  that  I  have  power  in  the  Name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  by  the  power  of  His  blood, 
not  just  over  one  demon, 
not  just  over  one  hundred  demons, 
not  just  over  one  thousand  demons, 
but  I  have  power  over  every  demonic  force, 
over  all  the  demon  forces  combined, 
and  over  the  devil  himself! 

You  have  given  me  power  over  all  the  power  of  the  enemy  and  nothing  shall  by 
any  means  hurt  me, 

not  what  I  face  now,  not  what  I  shall  face  in  the  future, 
not  what  I  have  done  in  the  past  (which  has  ceased  to  exist). 
NOTHING  SHALL  BY  ANY  MEANS  HURT  ME! 

I  know  that  the  Word  of  God  says,  “In  my  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils.  ” 
(Mark  16:17) 

The  Bible  also  says,  “Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee  from  you.  ”  (James  4:7) 

In  the  light  of  God's  Word,  I  turn  to  every  demonic  force  that  is  arrayed 

against  me, 
against  my  family, 
against  my  business, 
against  everything  I  am  involved  in. 

I  COMMAND  YOU,  SATAN, 

Leave  me  and  my  family! 

Leave  my  circle  of  influence! 

Leave  all  those  for  whom  I  am  praying! 

I  command  you  to  take  your  hands  off  my  business!  I  command  you  to  take  your 
hands  off  my  children!  I  command  you,  IN  THE  NAME  OF  JESUS  CHRIST,  take 
your  hands  off  my  spirit,  mind,  and  body,  and  all  that  I  have  to  do  with  today. 
Flee  from  me,  Satan,  according  to  the  Word  of  God! 

Father,  I  want  to  praise  You  today  because  I  am  not  the  subject  of  the  devil.  The 
devil  is  not  my  lord. 


JESUS  IS  MY  LORD! 


In  the  Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  I  have  dispelled  and  caused  to  flee  from 
me  every  demonic  force! 

I  am  thankful  that  the  Word  of  God  says,  “And  they  overcame  him  (Satan)  by  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  by  the  word  of  their  testimony;  and  they  loved  not  their 
lives  unto  the  death.  ”  (Revelation  12:11 ) 

By  my  confession  of  the  Word  of  God,  I  hold  up  the  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Satan,  I  boldly  declare  to  you: 

Do  not  dare  come  near  me  or  my  household. 

The  blood  of  Jesus  is  my  shield. 

The  Word  of  God  is  my  testimony. 

You  are  a  defeated  foe.

Father,  Your  Word  says  to  come  boldly  to  the  throne  of  grace  in  order  to  obtain 
mercy  and  find  grace  in  the  time  of  need.  Lord,  I  know  that  this  is  a  time  of  need. 

You  know  every  need  I  have  in  my  spirit. 

You  know  every  need  I  have  in  my  mind. 

You  know  every  need  I  have  in  my  physical  body. 

You  know  every  need  I  have  materially  and  financially. 

You  know  every  need  I  have  in  my  family  circle. 

You  know  every  trouble  and  every  burden  that  I  face. 

Lord,  according  to  Your  Word,  I  know  that  I  shall  have  whatever  I  say.  Many 
times  the  things  that  I  have  said,  my  wrong  confessions,  have  brought 
destruction  in  my  life. 

I  have  found  a  truth: 

IF  I  WILL  CHANGE  WHAT  L  SAY, 

AND  CONFESS  YOUR  WORD, 

I  CAN  CHANGE  WHAT  I  HAVE. 

I  will  not  confess  what  my  body  feels  or  what  my  eyes  see  or  what  my  senses  tell 
me,  but  I  will  boldly  confess  Your  Word,  knowing  that  I  shall  have  whatever  I 
say. 

I  take  Psalm  Twenty-three  today  and  make  it  my  own.  I  confess  it  at  Your  throne. 
I  boldly  declare  that  it  is  mine.  Lord  Jesus,  You  are  my  Shepherd.  Yes,  You  are 
MY  Shepherd.  You  said,  “I  am  the  good  shepherd (John  10:14)  The  good 


Shepherd  gives  His  life  for  the  sheep. 

I  want  to  thank  You  because  You  are  MY  Shepherd.  Yes,  You  are  the  Shepherd  of 
the  great  family  of  God.  I  know  that  You  are  the  Shepherd  of  thousands  of 
people. 

Lord,  You  are  the  One  who  watches  over  me  to  feed  me,  guide  me,  and  shield  me. 
I  boldly  confess  that  You  are  not  only  my  Lord  and  Saviour,  but  You  are  my

evil.  Lord  Jesus,  You  are  my  Shepherd!  Father,  I  am  glad  that  You  made  Your  Son 
my  Shepherd. 

He  will  not  fail.  He  will  not  fail  ME! 

He  will  not  fail  to  be  a  good  Shepherd. 

He  will  not  run  off  like  a  hireling  and  leave  me  to  the  wolves,  but  He  will 
patiently  and  faithfully  guard  me  and  my  family. 

Because  You  are  my  Shepherd,  Lord  Jesus,  I  boldly  say,  I  DO  NOT  WANT! 

I  do  not  lack. 

I  do  not  have  a  care  in  this  world. 

I  do  not  have  any  anxiety  today. 

I  do  not  have  one  burden  because  I  cast  my  burden  upon  the  Lord. 

I  bless  Your  Holy  Name!  Lord,  You  sustain  me. 

I  DO  NOT  WANT! 

I  do  not  want,  Lord,  because  You  are  supplying  every  need  that  I  have.  Has  not 
Your  Word  said,  “But  my  God  shall  supply  all  your  need  according  to  his  riches 
in  glory  by  Christ  Jesus.”  (Philippians  4:19)  Has  Your  Word  not  said,  “And  ye 
are  complete  in  Him.  ”  (Colossians  2:10) 

Lord,  I  want  to  praise  You  today  because  You  are  my  Shepherd  and  You  are 
faithfully  taking  care  of  me.

Father,  I  meditate  on  Your  Word. 

Trust  in  the  Lord  with  all  thine  heart;  and  lean  not  unto  thine  own 
understanding. 

In  all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  and  he  shall  direct  thy  paths. 

Proverbs  3:5-6

The  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  over  me; 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  encamps  round  about  me; 

Goodness  and  mercy  follow  me; 

The  Lord  goes  before  me; 

Underneath  me  are  Your  everlasting  arms. 

Lord,  You  have  made  me  to  KNOW: 

When  my  enemies  come  against  me,  they  stumble  and  fall. 

Though  an  host  encamp  against  me,  my  heart  will  not  fear. 

I  desire  one  thing,  Lord,  and  this  will  I  seek  after;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house 
of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  inquire 
in  His  holy  temple. 

Lord,  I  have  confidence  in  You  because  I  desire,  more  than  anything  else  in  the 
world, 

to  dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High, 
to  have  a  relationship  with  You, 
to  behold  the  beauty  of  the  Lord, 
to  live  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 

In  the  time  of  trouble,  Father,  You  hide  me  in  Your  pavilion.  In  the  secret  of  Your 
tabernacle,  You  hide  me  and  set  me  upon  a  rock. 

I  know  that  we  all  will  have  trouble  because  those  who  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus 
shall  suffer  persecution.  Trouble  comes  to  all,  but  I  boldly  confess  that  in  the 
time  of  trouble,  You  hide  me. 

You  hide  me  from  the  devil. 

You  hide  me  from  demon  powers. 


You  hide  me  under  the  blood  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

You  hide  me,  Lord  God,  in  Your  pavilion. 

You  hide  me  in  the  secret  of  Your  tabernacle. 

You  set  me  upon  a  rock. 

That  rock  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  He  is  high  above  all  of  my  enemies  where 
they  cannot  reach  me.  So  I  say  with  the  Psalmist,  “Now  is  my  head  lifted  up 
above  my  enemies  round  about  me.  ”  Oh,  yes,  I  am  lifted  up! 

I  am  more  than  a  conqueror  through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

I  am  upon  the  rock,  and  I  will  not  be  shaken. 

I  will  not  be  defeated,  for  greater  is  He  that  is  in  me  than  he  that  is  in  the  world. 
Therefore,  I  say  with  King  David, 

I  will  offer  in  Your  tabernacle  sacrifices  of  joy. 

I  will  sing,  yea,  I  will  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord. 

I  am  not  going  to  moan  and  groan  and  complain  today.  I  offer  sacrifices  of  joy 
and  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord. 

Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah! 

Praise  the  Lord! 

Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord! 

Father,  I  bless  Your  holy  Name  today.  I  rejoice  because  Christ  Jesus  is  my 
victory!  He  is  my  great  Conqueror  and  He  lives  within  me. 

Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord! 

I  run  through  a  troop  and  leap  over  a  wall  by  the  Name  of  the  Lord,  my  God.  I 
have  overcome  by  the  power  of  His  Name  today. 

Father,  this  is  my  confession  today. 

I  rejoice  and  praise  You  today. 

I  thank  You,  Lord,  that  You  are  my  light  and  my  salvation. 

I  am  not  afraid. 

This  is  my  bold  confession  as  I  face  life  today  with  all  of  its  problems,  with  all  of 
its  troubles,  with  all  the  things  that  would  engulf  me  with  despair. 

I  will  not  look  at  my  circumstances.  I  will  not  dwell  upon  my  situation,  Lord,  but 
I  will  say  boldly  and  confidently  these  things  about  You.  I  will  rejoice  that  these 
truths  are  actually  becoming  a  part  of  my  life. 

I  believe  them  within  my  heart.  I  confess  them  with  my  mouth,  and  they  are 
indeed  made  mine  daily  because  the  Bible  says  I  shall  have  whatever  I  say. 

I  rejoice  that  Psalm  Twenty-seven  is  mine  today. 

I  will  meditate  upon  it. 


I  will  confess  it. 

I  will  talk  about  it. 

I  will  rejoice  that  it  is  mine. 

JESUS  IS  MY  LIGHT  AND  MY  SALVATION! 


Chapter  9:  A  Confession  of  Victory  Over  Fear 


He  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  most  High  shall  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuge  (protection  or  shelter  from  danger  or  hardship)  and  my 
fortress  (a  large  and  permanent  stronghold):  my  God;  in  him  will  I  trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler  (hunter),  and  from  the  noisome  pestilence 
(fatal  epidemic  or  evil  influence). 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers,  and  under  his  wings  shalt  thou  trust:  his  truth  shall  be  thy 
shield  and  buckler. 

Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror  (intense,  overpowering  fear)  by  night;  nor  for  the  arrow  (the 
evil  plots  and  slanders  of  the  wicked)  that  flieth  by  day; 

Nor  for  the  pestilence  (fatal  epidemic  or  evil  influence)  that  walketh  in  darkness;  nor  for  the 
destruction  (sudden  death)  that  wasteth  at  noonday. 

A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand;  but  it  shall  not  come  nigh  thee. 
Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  and  see  the  reward  of  the  wicked. 

Because  thou  hast  made  the  Lord,  which  is  my  refuge  (protection  or  shelter  from  danger  or 
hardship),  even  the  most  High,  thy  habitation; 

There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any  plague  (affliction  or  calamity)  come  nigh  thy 
dwelling. 

For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee,  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands,  lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

Thou  shalt  tread  upon  the  lion  and  adder:  the  young  lion  and  the  dragon  shalt  thou  trample  under 
feet. 

Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me  (because  he  says  aloud  everyday,  ‘I  love  God,  I  love  everyone,  I 
hate  sin,  I  love  reading  God’s  Word’  over  and  over  again  for  at  least  2  hours  a  day),  therefore  will  I 
deliver  him:  I  will  set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my  name. 

He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him: 

I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble;  I  will  deliver  him,  and  honour  him. 

With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  shew  him  my  salvation. 

Psalm  91 

In  the  last  three  verses  of  this  beautiful  Psalm,  God  gives  us  seven  promises. 
These  promises  are  contingent  upon  one  fact:  that  we  set  our  love  upon  Him. 

He  will  deliver  us. 

He  will  set  us  on  high. 

He  will  answer  us  when  we  call  upon  Him. 

He  will  be  with  us  in  trouble. 

He  will  honor  us. 

He  will  satisfy  us  with  long  life. 

He  will  show  us  His  salvation. 

CONFESSION  OF  VICTORY  OVER  FEAR 

Oh  Father,  as  I  come  to  You  today,  I  come  with  Your  Word.  I  will  not  confess 
anything  that  is  of  the  devil  or  of  the  world.  I  will  not  let  pass  from  my  lips  that 
which  would  grieve  You  or  harm  me,  but  I  will  put  Your  words  within  my  lips  and 
confess  them  at  Your  great  throne. 


I  know  that  words  can  be  destructive  or  they  can  be  strength  to  those  who  walk 
uprightly.  I  choose  to  speak  Your  words,  Father,  because  they  are  life.  Your  Word 
is  eternally  settled  in  heaven. 

God  said  to  Joshua,  the  great  deliverer, 

This  book  of  the  law  shall  not  depart  out  of  thy  MOUTH.. . 

Joshua  1:8 
King  David  said, 

I  will  SAY  of  the  Lord ... 

Psalm  91:2 

The  Word  of  the  Lord  came  to  the  Prophet  Jeremiah, 

Is  not  my  word  like  as  a  fire?  saith  the  Lord;  and  like  a  hammer  that  breaketh 
the  rock  in  pieces? 

Jeremiah  23:29 

Mary,  the  mother  of  Jesus,  said, 

Be  it  unto  me  according  to  thy  word. 

Luke  1:38 

Therefore,  I  say, 

Let  it  be  unto  me  according  to  Your  Word. 

I  take  Your  Word  and  not  only  put  it  in  my  heart,  but  I  speak  it  with  my  mouth. 

I  confess  this  Psalm  to  You  today.  I  confess  that  I  dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the 
Most  High.  I  abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

Lord,  this  is  my  dwelling  place!  It  is  not  where  I  visit  once  in  awhile.  I  declare 
that  I  dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High. 

I  thank  You,  Father,  that  in  this  wicked  world  in  which  I  live, 

There  is  a  secret  place.
